The new constitution was ratified by 
not less than 60,000 majority. It was a 
glorious victory. The instrument itgel 
is an admirable one, protecting as it doe, 
the rights of all, and cutting off every 
unnecessary expense of government 
At Montgomery yesterday it was thought 
that Dallas and Montgomery~ were the 
only counties that had 
against ratification. Tre  Adverti- 
ser of that city therefore 
brought out all of its chanticleers, foute 
teen in rumber, to celebrate the dawn- 
ing of a better day upon a redeemed 
state—a thoroughly redeemed state. We 
congratulate our reacers acrcss the line 
on the grand and blessed result. Now 
they have only to work and wait to regain 
their old-time prosperity. 

Tke radical party was considerably dis- 
organized in most of the counties, but 
in some of them at least they employcd 
very peculiar political tactics. The Co- 
lumbus Enquirer explains the process as 
it was developed in the precinct across 
the river from that city: ‘The 
radicals opposed to the new constitution 
made no canvass of the state, and no 
speeches againstit.

‘and discipline shows to what an extent

This shows the 
absurdity of the bloody shirt stories 
which were constantly flaunted before 
the country by the administraticn people 
as evidence of the south’s disloyalty and 
the people’s unfitness to govern them- 
selves. At Macon, Georgia, there were 
upon the platform, besides himself and 
other , Gen. Hawley, of Connect- 
icut, who represented the centennial ex- 
position’s interests, and Gen. Colquit, 
of Georgia,: Inthe course of bis remarks 
Gen. Hawley said that he had met Gen.

THE COLORED PEOPLE'S CONDITION. 


In speaking of the colored people of 

the south, Senator Bayard said he be- 
lieved that the democratic party could 
and did not rely upon any portion of 
their vote. They were too solidly bound 
together by the secrets and oaths of their 
cocieties to vote any ticket but that which 
these societies put into their hands. 
Therefore the safety ot the south de- 
pended entirely upon the white pcople’s 
mee ee their political organizatiun, 
undisturbed by factions or merely per- 
sonal ambitions. He would advise them 
to relax no effort to maintain their organ- 
ization until their equality in the union 
under the constitution had been thor- 
Oughly secured. Everywhere and from 
all classes he heard expressions of satis- 
faction that the institution of slavery was 
at an end. ‘The superior economy 
of frec labor was admitted on 
all sides, and while the interference 
of the carpet baggers and adventurers 
still, in some degree, prevented the kind- 
Jy adjustment of the new relations be- 
tween the races, yet mutual good feeling 
was rapidly and surely asserting itself, 
eae eeeecies its natural results of peace, 
g order and security. If left to them- 
selves and undisturbed by the eugges- 
tions of republican politicians and the 
officious interference of the government, 
the antagonisms of race would almost 
entirely disappear. The colored people 
finding their rights of property 
and political privileges _ uninter- 
fered with, and, indeed, protected 
by the local government, no longer would 
assert them violently and with threats of 
appealing to federal power. The civil 
rights bill had proved to be a dead letter 
in the soutb, and no one seemed con- 
scious of its existence. The colored 
people everywhere in the south recog- 
nized their social inferiority to the whites, 
and seldom endeavored to avail them- 
selves of the opportunities offered by the 
various clauses of this bill for claiming 
higher social privileges. He had been 
told by a steamboat captain on the Sa- 
vannah river that once or twice colored 
people had endeavored to get passage 
with the whites, and he obeyed the law in 
each instance, but it was poe in every 
one of these instances that the colored 
men had been made the catspaw of some 
carpet-bag politician, or of sonie business 
rival. 
In regard to the course of Attorney- 
General Pierrepont after the Mississippi 
riots, Mr. Bayard taid: ‘‘Undoubtedly 
Attorney-General Pierrepont is an enor- 
mous improvement over his predecessor, 
Mr. Williams, and has so far abstained 
from a repetition of the outrages upon 
the people of the south wi'h which Mr. 
Williams disgraced his office. Mr. Pierre- 
vont’s ref to comply with the bare- 
faced and revolutionary demands of Gov. 
Ames for troops materially assisted the 
poor people of Mississippi in throwing 
off their yoke of oppression in their late 
state election, although no _ state 
government can be _ considered 
secure and independent sO 
long asthe attorney general at Wash- 
ington can assume control oyer the po- 
lice powers essential to state existence. 
The people of the south are making rap- 
i 8 in recuperating their shatter- 
ed industries. 

INDUSTRIAL PROSPERITY. 
“Everywhere in Virginia, North Car- 
Olina, and Georgia, and where the peo- 
ple of the sorth have been suffered to 
regain control of their local affairs, the 
greatest improvement in the appearance 
of the eat and industrial progress is 
manifest, the way from Washing- 
ton to Richmond the restoration of the 
face of the country by good tillage, fenc- 
ing, and improved farm buildings, is 
delightfully apparent. In Georgia 
the advance in prosperity is re- 
markable, and with such advancement 
the people feel proportionate encourage- 
ment to perform all the duties of good 
citizenship. Such factsshould speak el- 
oquently and forcibly {against the policy 
of force and proscription recommended by 
President Grant and the republican par- 
ty, and which came so near being adopt- 
ed by the last congress. In agriculture 
the people of the south are doing well. 
They are rapidly appreciating the value 
and necessity of diversified industries, 
and of varying their crops so that the 
acreage of cotton will be curtailed in fa- 
yor of the various grains, and cattle- 
grazing receive its due proportion of at- 
tention. : 
‘‘While in conversation with a promi- 
nent planter of Georgia, and inspecting 
the process of work by a cotton gin, the 
planter took up a handful of cotton and 
said: ‘This isreally a curse to the south., 
This was in reference to its alleged over- 
roduction, and the disregard it had in 
uced of the culture of equally or more 
importaut staples for their home con- 
sumption, and the lack of profit to the 
planter in the growth of cotton at its 
present prices. These people rely u 
it too much because it is easily cultiva- 
ted, and untilthey introduce diversified 
crops into their agriculture they will con- 
tinue to be at a disadvantage.

load to an early extension of the road tu 
& point south of Rabun Gap. 

The project looks to a short cut from 
Cincinnati tothe South Atlantic states, 
and was first mooted in 1835, and has 
neyer since been abandoned. The com- 
pletion of Cincinnalti’s southern road will 
leave a gap of only 134 miles between 
that city and Clayton, Ga., which is 
south of the gap and the point from 
which lines are expected to radiate 
throughout Georgia and South Carolina. 
The road is completed to Maryville about 
twenty miles south of Knoxville, 
and from thencethe projected lise runs 
up the valley of the Little Tennessee to 
and through Rabua Gap until it reaches 
Clayton in Rabun county. Of the un- 
completed portion thirty-seven miles are 
in Tennessee, eighty in North Carolina, 
and seventcen in Georgia. 

The proposition before the Knoxville 
board of trade comes from the proprie- 
tors of the road to Maryville, They of- 
fer to build a narrow guage road to Wal- 
halla if the city of Knoxville will 
agree to pay them ffity thousand 
dollars as soon a3 the road is 
completcd. Walhalla is twenty-two 
miles from Clayton; and the gap between 
the two points must be filled in order to 
tap the railroad system of South Caro- 
lina, 

To reach the Georgia roads a line must 
be constructed froma Clayton tu Belton 
on the Air-Line road, a distance of forty- 
five miles. This, as the Knoxville com- 
mittee says, would give East Tennessee 
acompeting line to Atlanta, and tke 
shortest line to central Georgia and the 
Georgia coast in connection with the 
Northeastern road, They claim that 
it would place Knoxville on the ehortest 
possible line between the northwest and 
the south Atlantic ports. 

Ona motion of Mayor Staub a commit- 
tee was appointed to get a definite pro- 
position from the proprietors of the road 
to Maryville on which they would un- 
dertake the completion of the I'ne to 
Walhalla.

Epirors CuXstituTion:—The supe- 
rior court ferthis county adjvurned on 
the 10 h inst., after a session of cight 
days. The criminal docket only was 
taken up, and the following cases dis- 
posed of: 

ist. The state vs. John B. Petty and 
James E. Williams, for the murder of 
Elbert Allen in 1863. Petty was found 
guilty and sentenced to be hung on the 
16th day of December. Wiliams was 
acquitted for want of sufficient proof. 

2d. The State vs. Joshua Pinkney, 
colored, for the murder of a Doctor Eaton 
in 1856. 

Pinkney was tried and convicted soon 
after the murder, and sentenced to death 
by his honor, Judge Sessions. Pending 
the day of execution,he made his escape 
from jail, and kept himself out of the 
way, until about three years ago. He 
returned here, and remained unmolested, 
until a short time before the spring term 
of court for the present year, when he 
was arrested again by the deputy sheriff, 
and placed fn the jail at St. Mary’s. His 
identity was proved,and he was re-senten- 
ced by Judge Harris, to be hanged on the 
same day with Petty. 

The third case was that of Ed. Wil- 
liams, Raiford Evans ard Primus Wells, 
~ the murder of Charlie Lang last 

uly. 

Ed, Williams ind Raiford Evans were 
convicted to be executed with the others. 
Primus Wells was discharged for want 
of proof suflicient to convict him. 

ln the cases of Petty and Pinkney we 
have striking examples of the scriptural 
declaration, ‘‘ Whosoever sheddeth man’s 
blood, by man shall his blood be shed.” 
Petty, after killing Allen, fled from this 
state and went to Florida, and returned 
about a year ago. He was soonarrested 
and placed in jail at Savannab, wherc be 
remained until the new jail at St. Mary’s 
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BURIED AT LAST. 


A drizzling, cold November rain beat 
down on spectators who witnessed the 
closing of this drama, commenced six 
years ago. When all was over, chief of 
police rode up infront of the gravc, the 
police formed into two divisions and 
marched off. A crowdof about 20 or 30 
degraded looking loafers then gathered 
around the grave, and one of them in 
mockery put adead thistle stalk at the 
foot of it, which was snatched up by a 
bystander at whom they began to 
jeer.
